In-Clilel"ofTran»vaal 


General Petrus Jacobus Joubert, 


commandant-general of the Transvaal 
forces, better known as "Piet" Joubert, 
or "Slien Peit" (Slim Peter) was born 
about 68 years ago. 


He was 
descended, from 
an old 


French-Hugenot family, which settled 
in South Africa many years ago. 


He was born in Cape Colony, but was 


taken by his parents, when seven years 
old, 
to the Orange Free State, where he 


was taught from early childhood to 
shoot straight and hate the British. 


He was described as utterly fearless. 
Of schooling he had little,'and never 


saw a newspaper until he was 19 years 


old. 


In spite of this, ambition prompted 


him to read the few books he could "ob- 
tain and he succeeded in obtaining- a 
fair knowledge of history and 
lan- 


guages. 


In consequence of the acquisition of 


.Natal by the British he and his family 
moved from that part of South Africa 
and settled in the Transvaal. 


Soon afterwards he became a burgher 


of the South African republic and a 
daring fighter. 


It was claimed on his behalf that he 


could lead a body of men more suc- 
cessfully against the hostile natives 
than any other man of the Transvaal. 


He became eventually so feared by 


the natives that the knowledge that he 
was at the head of a .punitive expedi- 
tion usually resulted in their 
sur- 


render, 


It was during these wars with the 


natives that General Joubert became 
acquainted with Paul Kruger and the 
two men became bosom friends. 


He was elected vice-president of the 


Transvaal. 


He defeated Sir George Colley in the 


famous battle of Majuba Hill in 1881 
and acted as president of the republic 
in 1SS3-84 during Kruger's absence inN 
Europe. 
General Joubart was always in favor of 
force instead of diplomacy amd Kruger, 
on several occasions, had great diffi- 
culty in repressing his hot-headed col- 
league. 


Joubert organized the army of the 


South African republic, dividing coun- 
try into 17 military departments. 


According to the general's plans every 


man became a trained soldier without 
leaving the farm and had his equip- 
ment ready at home. To such a point 


of perfection was the system carried 
that when the present war was de- 
clared Joubert, it is claimed, only sent 
17 dispatches and within 4S hours the 
Boer nation was in arms. 


He compelled the British to retreat 


from Dundee and Glencoe, he bottled 
up General White and his army oi" 10,- 
000 in Ladysnuth, he captured 850 of 
the enemy in one engagement and in- 
flicted total losses of 2,200.

Furnished the Prosecution by a 


Suspect in Goebel Assassi- 


nation Case 


Frankfort, Ky., March 28.—There were; 


some startling developments in the 
Goebel assassination case yesterday. In 
the afternoon W. H. Culton, who waived 
examination and was held over to the 
circuit vourt, went to the Capitol hotel, 
where he was in conference with the at- 
torneys for the prosecution for over two 
hours. He was jtocompamed by his 
brother-in-law, E. E. Hogg, who Is also 
his attorney. It was reported at the time 
that Culton had made some kind of a 
confession, but latar it developed that 
the information gained was not as 
sweeping in character as was at first 
reported. 
Cukon's friends, who are in 


his confidence, say that his statement 
was not in the nature of a confession, but 
they a'taiit that he gave the prosecution 
such Information as he had and which 
had heretofore not come out. Besides 
Culton and f. C. Campbell there were 
present at the conference Common- 
wealth's Attorney Franklin, County At- 
torney Potsgrove, Rev. Mr. Culton, 
father of the prisoner, and E. B. Hogig. 


White this was going on Henry E. 


Yautsey, who was ajW«sted at noon and 
locked up in jail, chtsged with being an 
accessory, sent for CampbeH, and the 
latter visited him in ^atl and was closeted 
with him for some time. Youtsey, when 
he was arrested, told the officers that 
the prosecution had promised not to ar- 
rest him and be complained that that 
side had broltsn faith with him. 


The report that Youtsey had made 


revelations to the prosecution seems to 
be wholly unfSunded. On the contrary, 
it is said Youtsey stoutly maintained his 
own innocence, and said he stood ready 
to tell all he knew, nothing of which was 
of a crimlnaUng nature. Youtsey's at- 
torneys say they will go befor« Judge 
Moore and ask an immediate examining 
trial. 


One of the leaders In the prosecution 


said: "Youtsey told us nothing that we 
did not know already and we gained 
nothing f repi Mm, but we were compen- 
sated for the loss of what we hoped to 
extract from him by what we did get in 
the way of information from Mr. Cul- 
ton."

evidence. 
The motion was overruled. 


Bail was asked for. 


Judge Moore said: " It is not my be- 


lief that Powers fired the shot which 
killed Governor Goebel, but from the 
evidence it is my opinion that he was con- 
nected with the conspiracy to kill him. 
I shall, therefore, order the prisoner be 
held over without bail to the Franklin 
county grand jury that the case may be 
further investigated." 


At 2 o'clock Attorney Potgrove an- 


nounced that the commonwealth was 
ready to proceed with the trial of either 
Culton or Davis. 
A consultation of all 


the attorneys was held, after which Cap- 
tain Davis was brought Into the court ' 
room, Culton having oome in early with 
his private sjjiard. 


Attorney Ramsey, Culton's 
leading 


counsel, announced that his client would 
waive his examining trial. In the case 
of Captain Davis Attorney Dunlap, for } 
the defense, stated that the defendant I 
would waive examination, and that an I 
agreement had been entered into that 
bail should be fixed for Davis at $5000.

Then, dashing the 
tears away from her face, she stooped 
down, gathered up the scattered music, 
tore it into shreds, tossed it to every 
part of the room, and rushed from the 
platform stage. All felt it was over 
with her forever, so far as lessons with 
Marchesi were concerned, and more 
than one heart ached for her.

delightedly from the piano, rubbing her 
hands together and walking, or rather 
stalking, majestically through the room 
and up and down and again seating 
he>iielf at the piano. "Ha, ha! That 
girl will sing! She has the grand fire.

fcion of the devil." And the girl came 
hack the nest day and won Marchesi's 
bravos and hand clapping. 


Upon another occasion Marchesi sat 


in judgment upon a pupil's hands as 
she stood upon the platform. 


"Now, don't put up your lip like a 


baby," she says, "if I tell yon that I 
never saw such a booby. You're as awk- 
ward as a country clown. Look at yonr 
hands! 
Just look at them dangling 


down at your sides like a jumping jack 
waiting to twitch on a pole. Mais, voi- 
la," she continued, softening a little, 
"if I do not tell you, ma ehere, of these 
things now while you are in my salon, 
do you know who will tell you of them 
later on when you stand for the first 
time before one of the great andienoei 
of Europe?

Will they not say, 'She has 
a divine voice, but she held her hands 
like a clown?'

THE FORMER INHABITANTS OF ELLS- 


WORTH AND HAYS CITY.

The miracle working hand of mod- 


ern surgery laid on sightless eyes has > 
released Mrs. F. G. ParSer of Chicago | 
from a seven years' bondage In dark- I 
ness. For the first time In nil these , 
years she opened her eyes upon the 
light of the sua the other day and was 
able to distinguish material objects 
with almost as strong a vision as she 
had Beveu years ago, when stricken 
•with the affliction, says the Chicago 
Post. 
The removal of the bandages 


from the eyes of the patient at the 
Baptist hospital at 0 o'clock the other 
evening was the climax of the opera- 
tion performed a few weeks ago upon 
the brain and optic nerves of Mrs. 
Packer in an effort to restore her sight 
Tho operation marked a departure in 
the field of modern surgery and is the 
only one of its kind of whlclj records 
have been made. 
' 


Dr. 0. Pruyn Stringfield and Dr. Al- 


len T. Haight, the surgeons who per- 
formed the operation, awaited the re- 
moval of the bandages with anxiety, 
but with confidence that their work 
would be successful. The result awak- 
ened intense interest at the hospital, 
and the attendants gathered the other 
evening to witness the result the re- 
moval of the bandages would reveal. 
Carefully the linen and, cotton were 
rolled back from the eyes of the pa- 
tient, and with a cry of joy she rec- 
ognized the faces of friends upon 
which she had not looked for seven 
years. 
The spectators were moved, 


but the bandages were quickly replac- 
ed, that even the dim light might not 
injure the eyes weakened by so long a 
darkness, and ttoe surgeons received 
the congratulations of their colleagues 
interested in the case. The patient re- 
mains at the hospital, and the band- 
ages will be removed for short inter- 
vals every day until the eyes can bear 
the full glare of day. 


Shortly after her marriage seven 


years ago Mrs. Parker's sight began 
failing rapidly, and soon total blind- 
ness came. 
Examinations by special- / 


ists showed her eyes to be apparently 
perfect. The Parkers moved east, and 
after a residence there of six years 
Mrs. Parker returned to Chicago six 
months ago. Dr. Stringfield made an 
examination cjf her eyes and declared 
his belief that blindness was caused 
by pressure upon the cerebral blood 
vessels. To diagnose the fase a skia- 
graph of the brain was made by Dr. 
Walter Metcalf, and this disclosed the 
fact that there was hypertrophy of the 
occipital lobe of the brain. Mrs. Parker 
was told of the results of the diagnosis 
and advised ttiat an operation proba- 
bly would restore her sight. She readi- 
ly consented to it. She was prepared 
for the operation by a six weeks' 
course of prescription and at the ex- 
piration of that time was taken to the 
hospital for the operation. 


Dr. Allan T. Haight assisted Dr. 


Stringfield in the work, and several 
other specialists were present. 
The 


skull was trephined, and an examina- 
tion of the brain showed that there was 
pressure upon the blood vessels that 
nourished the optic nerves. Incisions 
were made, and the pressure was re- . 
Ueved. 


It was found that the retarded flow 


of the blood was resumed, and the pa- 
tient's eyes wero bound up. Mrs. Par- 
ker rallied from the shock and the 
anresthetic, and since that time her 
physical condition has improved stead- 
ily. After a month of recuperation it 
is thought complete sight will be re- 
stored, and the Jjstient may then dis- ! 
pense with all protection for her eyes. 


Airs. Parker can hardly restrain her 


Impatience to have the bandages taken 
off since her first glance which told 
her she could really see. Her first 
thought was to turn to the surgeons ' 
and thank them with tears of grati- J 
tude for what they had done.

"How 
strange things appear. 
I 


want to see everything," she said In a 
voice choked with emotion. 
. | 


"The operation has been in every \ 


way satisfactory," said Dr. Hafght 


"The bandages were removed at the 


hospital," said Dr. Stringfield, "and if 
you do not believe that the patient can 
see you should have a talk with Mrs, ' 
Parker herself or vc^i11 the attendants 
at the hospital. Ttit- - Deration was for 
the purpose of removing pressure .from

the cerebral blood vessels which nour- 
ish the optic nerves, and the elimina- 
tion of the pressure restores the sight. 
The bandages will have to be kept on

Back In the Sixties These Tomu AVer* 


Not So Quiet as They Are Now—How 
Some of the CltUens Settled Down—Wild 
Bill and Jim Curry. 


"Ellflworthl" shonteda brakeman on 


the Union Pacific railway, Kansas divi- 
sion, as tho train swept through a 
prairie valley and slowed up at a skepy, 
cottonwood shaded, prairie encircled 
western Kansas town. To the left could 
be seen a largo and peculiar building, 
located on the outskirts of the village. 


"What is flint building?" I asked of 


the gray bearded man who had sharad, 
my seat f«r the last 20 miles. 


"That is the Grand Army grounds 


and building," ho said. "It belongs to 
the old soldiers, and they hold a reunion 
there every summer." 


"They haye picked on a very quiet 


town in which to rendezvous." 


"Yes, thin is a quiet town now, but I 


can remember, 80 years ago, when Ells- 
worth was hell's half acre. Yes, worse 
than that, for all the cussedness going 
on in this town in the sixties couldn't 
have been crowded on to IPFS than hell's 
half section. Times was mighty dull in 
Ellsworth them clays when there wasn't 
work for the coroner six dnys in tho 
week, and he gendrally'had to work 
overtime on Sundays. It was the tough- 
est place on the plains until the rail- 
road moved on west, and the killers, 
toughs, gamblers and their female com- 
panions followed on to Ha^s City. Then 
the carnival of crime and the contract 
for filling the graveyard was transferred 
to Hays. But today both towns are as 
quiet and orderly as a New England 
village. Some of the bad men of those 
days settled here in Ellsworth perma- 
nently and became quiet citizens—after 
they became residents of the graveyard 
on the hill yonder. 
. "Apache Bill, scout and tough, took 
up a permanent residence out yonder 
because a bartender got the drop on him 
one night and added about two ounces 
to Bill's weight in the shape of lead 
placed where it would do the most good. 
Gomatock Charley, a half breed Chey- 
enne scout, tough and genefal all round 
bad man, also became a quiet citizen of 
the place where they planted 'era in 
those days oa account of a puncture put 
into him by Henry Whitney, sheriff. 


"Bill Hickok (Wild Bill) gained his 


fame at Hays City, west of here, as 
also did Jim Curry, who later on shot 
and killed Ben Porter, an actor, at Mar- 
shall, Tex. I knew Jim Curry when he 
was an engineer on this road. He be- 
came enaffiored of a woman, married 
her, and they settled down in Hays 
City, keeping a little restaurant there. 
There was a regiment of negro soldiers 
quartered at Fort Hays. The negroes 
took offense at Jim because he refused 
to serve them with meals at his house. 
They came around to clean out the 
place. Jim went to shooting, and when 
he quit Uncle Sam's army was deci- 
mated to some extent. 


"Wild Bill was a nervy man and did 


some killing in his day, and he might 
have lived longer if he had not grown 
careless. You see, Bill, like all men of 
his class, was always expecting trouble 
and was always on guard. Bill for years 
had never allowed himself to get into a 
position where his keen eye and ready 
revolver were not master of the situa- 
tion, but ho did allow the drop to be 
got on him twice to my knowledge. The 
first time I was present, and the next 
time—well, Bill was was gone himself 
when the second time came to a climax. 


"I will tell you the story of the time 


I was present. Now, I never knew Bill 
to pull his gun to kill unless it was in 
self defense or there was no other way 
to secure the peace and quiet Bill al- 
ways hankered for and would have— 
peaceably if he could, forcibly if he 
must. Jim Curry was a coward, but he 
was determined to acquire a reputation 
as a bad man, and, as Bill Hickok held 
the championship of the world at that 
time as a killer, Curry thought he 
might safely run a bluff on Wild Bill. 


"So he sent Bill word he would kill 


him on sight, not that he had anything 
against Bill, but Curry had gone into 
the killing business, and he proposed to 
hold the center of the stage and show 
that he was displaying energy and apt- 
itude in his business. Bill paid no at- 
tention to Curry's talk, not considering 
him in his class. 


"One day I met Curry on the street 


In Hays. We went into a saloon kept 
by a little, nervous, excitable German. 
Wild Bill's tall form and long, black 
hair loomed up at a table in the back 
part of the room. His back was toward 
Curry and myself. Curry walked over 
to the table, standing directly behind 
Bill. Before any one suspected what he 
would do he had his gun against Bill's 
&ead and said, 'Kow, you long haired 


, I've got you, and you're going 


to die.' Bill never batted an eye nor 
moved a muscle, but said, 'You would 
not shoot a man down without givin 
him a show to defend his life, would 
you?' 'Wouldn't I? What show did you 
Over give any one, you — 
?' 


"Tfle Dutchman was dancing around 


like mad, imploring Jim to put up his 
gun and for him and Bill to shake 
hards. If they would, he would stand 
troat for the house, which proposition 
was finally accepted. Wild Bill and 
Jim Curry shook hands, after which 
Bill said: 'Now, Jim, I got nothin 
ag'iu you, and I don't want to kill you, 
but if yon are bound to get a reputation 
there's a town full of tenderfeet here 
and lots of sassy nigger soldiers. Go 
practice on them. You'll -have to git 
more of 'em to give you a reputation, 
and it will take more time to git thar 
than if you held a discussion with me, 
but I think you will live longer to en- 
joy it and be happier than if you kept 
up' projectin with me.

Take one quart of cream, t\vo table- 


Bpuonfuls of sugai and one ounce of gel- 
atine foaked in virUer until dissolved; 
•,vhip one-r>c.lf the oream to a stiff froth; 
boil the other half with the sugar and a 
vanilla bean until . -vfficient flavor is 
extracted (or vanilla extract may be 
added just after it is removed from the 
C:e), take off The fire, add the gelatine, 
find when cooled a little stir in the well- 
heaten yolks of four eggs. As soon as it 
begins, to thicken stir steadily until 
smooth, when add the whipped cream, 
beating- it lightly. Mold and set on ice 
until ready to serve. 


BOHEMIAN CREAM (Strawberry). 
Proceed as above with the exception 


of the use of vanilla and to flavor with 
strawberries. Strain two pounds of ber- 
ries through a colander, sweeten to taste, 
add to the dissolved gelatine, set in ice 
and when it thickens stir until smooth; 
add the whipped cream as above-and 
mold. 


BOHEMIAN CREAM (Pineapple). 
To flavor with pineapple cut one apple 


fine, boil with half a pound of powdered 
f,ug-ar, strain through a colander, add the 
dissolved geiatine, set on ice and when 
it thickens stir till smooth, add the 
•whipped cream and mold. 


Creams flavored with peaches, rasp- 


berries and other fruits may be made by 
following- the above ideas, but in no 
case add the Vvhipped crtam until the 
mixture is cool and begins to thicken. 


HAMBURG- CREAM. 


Stir together the grated rind and juice 


of two large lemons and one cup of su- 
gar, add the well-beaten yolks of eight 
eggs; put all in a tin pail, set in a pot of 
foiling water, stir for three minutes, 
take from the fire, add the well-beaten 
whites of the eggs, set away on the ice 
and ser\e cold in custard cups.

inch thick; cut into two-inch squares 
and fry a golden brown in deep, smoking 
hot fat.

MAPLE SUGAR CAKE. 


Cream one-third of a cupful of butter, 


add a 'cupful of granulated sugar, the 
yolks of tw o eggs well beaten and half a I 
cupful of IP ilk. Into two cupfuls of flour i 
stir two tc,1 poonfuls of baking-powder, i 
then sift tne Hour into the wet ingredi- } 
ents. Beat the whites of the eggs until j 
very stiff and add to the above mixture. I 
Bake in two layers. For a filling com- j 
pound the following: Shave one pound ' 
of maple sugar into half a cup of boiling | 
water until it will form into a ball if 
dropped into ice water. Beat the whites 
of two eggs until they foam, then pour 
the syrup gradually upon them, beat- 
ing constantly. Set the bowl containing 
the mixture into a large pan of ice wa- 
ter and beat until it is like soft sugar 
candy, the.n spread between the layers of 
cake and upon the top.

SAVORY CUSTARD. 


Make n cupful of be^f tea by putting 


a pint of cold water upon a pound cf 
chopped beef and le-tting it sijmmer very 
slowly for three or four hours, until 
the liquid is reduced to half the oiigmal 
Quantity. Beat the yolks of two cgg» 
liL'ht, pour the beef tea upon them, sea- 
son w i t h a little salt and turn into a 
well greased custard cup. Set this in a 
pan of boiling water, cover the cup close- 
ly and lei it cook until it is firm. Watch 
it carefully, for if it cooks too long it will 
become \\atery. This may be eaten warm 
or cold. It is ve*y nutritious and should 
be taken only a spoonful or two at a 
time. 


CREAMED EGGS. 


Heat together a gill of cream or rich 


milk and a gill of stock from chicken 
or turkey. The broth from a boiled fowl 
Is perhaps best, but a variety may some- 
times be obtained by using- mutton 
broth. When it is warm, stir into it two 
eggs beaten very light, and do not re- 
move the spoon until the mixture is the 
thickness of ordinary scrambled eggs. 
Salt to taste and serve on tiny squares 
of toast. 


POLENTA. 


The exact variety of meal of which 


Italian polenta is made may not be ob- 
tainable in this country, but a tolerably 
good substitute Is found in the ordinary 
yellow cornmeal. To cook it tor this 
dish heat a pint of water to bei'.tiig and 
sift in the cornmeal, stirring ail the 
w hile, until about a half cupful has been 
added. Stir until the mixture Is siiooth, 
and boil after that for at least an hour. 
Turn it out then upon a shallow plate 
and when cold it may be cut into strips. 
Make a good tomato sauce and pour 
over this. Of course, it is more savory 
if it is fried, but if the invalid's diges- 
tion is delicate all fried foods should bs 
avoided. 
MEAT AND LETTUCE SANDWICH. 


This makes a pleasant variety upon the 


plain sandwich of scraped or chopped 
beef. 
A crisp lettuce leaf should be 


dipped into a French dressing of good 
salad oil, to which has be*n added a littie 
salt and a very few drops of vinegar, and 
the leaf should be laid between the meat 
and the bread. 


CREAMED SPAGHETTI. 


Break spaghetti into inch lengths, tmt 


It over the fire in salted boiling water, 
and cook until it is tender. Drain f,o:n 
the water and put Into a hot dish Hava 
ready a cupful of white sauce made *:? 
cooking together a tablespoonful each' i! 
butter and flour and a. half pint Q'2 , '_r» 
milk. Into this stir a tablespoonftr. zi 
grated cheese, let '.t become well meifeci 
and pour all over the spaghetti. 


One value of spaghetti and macaroni 


is found in the fact that they are manu- 
factured from flour from which part of 
the starch has been removed, and they 
therefore contain a considerable por- 
tion of nitrogenous matter. Great care 
should always be taken to cook them 
thoroughly, as, if undereooked, they are 
indigestible. 


Plenty of butter, milk, cream and 


broiled fat bacon should be given the 
nervous or anemic patient if they do not 
seem to disturb his digestion. So far 
as cereals and fruits are concerned, the 
same regimen may be followed that ia 
advised for the sufferer from constipa- 
tion. In extreme cases it may be neces- 
sary to administer foods that have been 
predigested with pepsineorpancreatine, 
but thisis a matter lying- within the prov- 
ince of the physician in charg-e rather 
than of the domestic*dietitian.

THE KENTUCKY TBIAt 


The holding of Caleb Powers, tempor- 
ally, secretary of state in Kentucky, 
,or the grand jury without bail on the 
charge of being in a conspiracy to mur- 
der Governor Goebel is a most remark- 
able outcome of the Kentucky difficul- 
ties. "When Goebel was shot down it 
was thought that the assassin would 
prove to be a man carried into crime by 
the heat of the times, and that the 
death of the democratic contestant for 
the office of governor had no cause in 
the intent 
of Goebel's political op- 


ponents. But the decision of the judge, 
sitting at the. hearing given Powers, is 
that the evidence did not show that 
Powers fired the shot that killed Goe- 


bel, but showed that he was in a con- 
spiracy to kill him. This is an extra- 
ordinary finding, and one. If it be sus- 
tained, that will lose to Taylor and his 
close friends the sympathy and sup- 
port of the self-respecting republicans 
of Kentucky. 
And It will be a. great 


shock to all law-abiding people. It can 
be understood how men of the standing 
of Powers might in.,a moment of ex- 
treme excitement commit a very rash 
and deplorable act, but it is beyond the 
'irnit to accept Powers in a conspiracy 
to kill Goebel, even the odious Goebel 
and in peculiar Kentucky. 


There is room, h6wever, to believe 


that Powers is more sinned 
against 


than sinning. One, Golden, has testi- 
fied against him, a man who has 
proven himself by his conduct prior to 
and during the hearing to be a grovel- 
ling coward and by no means a trust- 
worthy person. He was an alleged 
friend of the accused man and became 
a professed informer to save himself 
from grave clanger he believed to be 
impeading. During the hearing he was 
a physical wrec-'t from sheer cowardice, 
and on cross-examination he practic- 
ally contradicted everything he said in 
direct examination. The judge, Judge 
Moore, be-fore whom the hearing took 
•place, appears to be little more than a 
rough backwoods man, referring to 
himself as "Old Dan Moore" frequently 
during the hearing. 
Imagine counsel 


for prosecution and defense on the 
point of drawing pistols, the persons in 
court dodging imaginary bullets, a 
crowd of deputy sheriffs with drawn 
weapons, the judge wearing away the 
muscle of his strong right arm as well 
as the roughness of his voice by pound- 
ing with his gavel to the extent of his 
might amd exclaiming. "You all listen 
to old Dan Moore and they won't none 
of you git hurt," 
Adjournment 
was 


suggested and County Attorney Pols- 
grove opposed such a. thing, holding it 
would be a reflection on the court and 
the ability of Kentucky to hold a ses- 
sion of court, due order being main- 
tained, even with deputies inside and 
soldi&rs outside all armed to the teeth. 
But when something approaching order 
was restored "Old Dan" delivered him- 
self: "It don't make no difference what 
you think, Mr. Po-lsgrove, Old Dan Is 
going to adjourn this court," And he 
did. 


Under the circumstances it is well to 


reserve judgment on Powers and not 
follow the reasoning of "Old Dan."

Fit on Ordinary Hooka and Pro- 
dace the Desired Color Couibina-. ' 
tlon—Artificial Mice to Catch the 
Early Trout—An Automatic Hook. 
Fishing tackle dealers are selling 


more of their wares than usual this 
year, and, moreover, goods of a better 
quality are beiag purchased by men 
who take their vacations besidestreams 
and on lakes. 
American dealers re- 


port large exports of rods and reels to 
Europe, but it appears that American 
fishhooks cannot compete with those 
of English manufacture except in the 
finest quality. 
In the best grades 


American bronzed hooks excel. Arti- 
ficial flies made in England are said to 
be a trifle better than ours. As to the 
lines it is a question as to which Is 
best. 
The American 
manufacturers 


have a greater assortment and in 
their methods of dressing and •water-' 
proofing believe tnemselves superior. 
The fact that American houses are ex- 
porting, more and more of every vari- 
ety of tackle except hooks to England 
every year speaks well for Yankee 
progress in this line. 


To advance the quality of material 


has been t8e steady aim of dealers of 
late years. 
Every season shows that 


tackle lasts longer under hard usage 
than in the old days. Every year, too, 
there is something new to surprise the 
fisherman whir thought his outfit com- 
plete the year before. 
Last year it 


was weedless bass flies—flies that 
would not hook on weeds—for big bass 
fishing In the west. The year before it 
was even tension leaders, tied with. 
silk at the joints and cemented and 
tested to stand pounds of weight. 
There have been "fluttering flies" and 
compensating rpels with pivots to turn 
when the spool gets loose. The way 
rods nave been improved is also won- 
derful. 
One rod 7^2 feet long weighs 


three ounces. Another of six ounces is 
,9^ feet long, 24 strips of wood going 
into each rod, eight in a joint, though 
the tip is no longer than a knitting 
needle. 


This year there was a surprise equal 


to that created when steel rods first 
appeared. It was thought that the lim- 
it had been reached in flies when tho 
wings were put on with cement and a 
line of -silk, with reversed wings which 
could not be pulled out. But now 
there is a fly book in which are sepa- 
rate legs, wings and bodies, says the 
New York Sun. They are adjustable 
to ordinary bait books from Nos. 1 to 
12, according to the fish wanted. Each 
part is tied to a bit of aluminium tube. 
The bait hook is separate. The fisher- 
man observes that the trout are rising 
to a little fly of which he has no speci- 
men. 
The real fly has gray wings, 


brown legs and a white body. 
He 


takes out |he combination hook and 
puts a white body on a book; then he 
adds the legs and wings of the right 
color, and then he fishes, 


Dr. E. B. Cantrell of Brooklyn first 


thought of this scheme. 
Like many 


other fishermen, he often had to throw 
away excellent favorite flies because 
the gut was worn out or the hook bro- 
ken. 
So he tied a fly on a piece of 


copper tube, the size of a needle and 
slipped the tube over an ordinary No. 8 
bait hook snood. The tube was flanged 
at each end so the fly could not slip off. 
A good fly will outlast several hooks. 
The combination fly book, with enough 
wings and bodies and tackles to make 
more than 2,000 kinds of flies, even 
though the fly is heavy and hard to 
handle nicely, cannot but appeal to 
fishermen. How it will work in fish- 
ing is a question. 


The number of lures for trout and 


bass inereases every year, but artificial 
baits, except flies, are not well liked 
by many save the lazy' fishermen. Rub- 
ber frogs, minnows and hellgamites 
are the most popular artificial baits. 
A new one is offered to trout fisher- 
men this year. This is a mouse cov- 
ered with real fur, having bead eyes 
and a wiggly tail. All trout fishermen 
know that big trout like mice and that 
trout which won't take flies may be 
captured with a mouse on a hook sunk 
into the" deep pool. The new bait is 
being sold in every trout locality for 
early fishing, when mice are best and 
flies of little avail. 


For live bait many styles of hooks 


have been devised, some of them to 
amuse the greenhorns and others that 
appeal to the men who know how to 
bait ordinary hooks to best advantage. 
Some arrangements tbat would make 
good mink traps Slave been put on the 
market, an automatic fishhook for in- 
etaiice, which is set off when the bait 
is nibbled. If the flsb happens to be 
poised right, gaffs will strike it simul- 
taneously on each side and hold it fast. 
A new device for keeping frogs and 
minnows upright in the water will at- 
tract more favorable notice from live 
bait casters, though it is as trouble- 
some to attach as a figure four snare. 
It has a big book with a fine wire 
guard to keep off weeds, a little book 
curiously bent to bold the bait, a little 
.rubber band to fasten the bait and a 
sinker arrangement whicb makes the 
frog or minnows dive right side up and 
head first.

LOCAL ISfEWS. 


Cast Presented to Library 


(Contributed.) 


A fine cost of the winged Nike of 


Somothrace has been placed in the 
public library 
by the Monday club. 


Nike was the Greek guddess of Victory 
and her statues show the development 
of Greek sculpture from the rigid ar- 
chaic period to tho culmination and end 
of that art. Nearly always the gwlilt-.ss 
was rept esc'ntecl as winged and as just 
alighting from flight, a fickle g-oddi-ss 
ever ready to spread wings for ilijrht to 
some new abode. 


The finding- of the original of our cast 


the dt-termining- of its date and ILS re- 
storation is an interesting bit of ar- 
chaeology, lii 180!! excavators union i; 
the classic ruins of Samothrace found 
this statue broken into a multitude oi' 
piece?. As the restoration of them pro- 
ceeded, the likeness to a. AVinged Vic- 
tory tujgruvod on a well known coin of 
Demetrius I'olioroetes who reigni-d in 
the fourth century before Christ v>as 
revealed. On the coin tho goddess wus 
represented as standing on a pedestal, 
haying- the form of a ship's prow but 
among the fragments no such pedestal 
was found. Twelve years later, how- 
ever, another expedition in Samothr- 
ace found tho fragments of this prow 
and they -were taken to the Louvre to 
still further complete the restoration. 
From the coin the goddess was known 
to hold a trumpet to her lips with her 
right hand and to carry a trophy stan- 
dard with her left, but these parts v, eie 
hopelessly destroyed. 


The coins without doubt commemo- 


rated an important naval victory won 
lay Demitrius over Ptolemy in 30G B. C'., 
and the close resemblance between coin 
and statue leave little room for doubt- 
ing tha.t the victory was dedicated at 
Samothrace by Demitrius soon after 
this battle, and that commemorative 
coins were struck off, borrowing their 
design directly from the statue. Thug 
the st; tue was assigned to the so- 
called Hellenistic period ot Greek sculp-

Vhen some of the dis- 
figuring1 restorations or other monu- 
ments are seen, he will be glad that 
the restorer has left him to fancy the 
glorious head that must havp crowned 
the statue or to be content with the 
spirit that informs its every line.

BROUGHT TO CITY HOSPITAL 


Doctors Feared He Could Not Live Till 


He Reached Hospital, but -Now & 


There is Hope of Saving 


His Life 


«• 
Dennis Murley, 35 employed by the 


Fitchburg railroad as a flagman in the 
Hoosac tunnel, was struck by a freight 
train this morning, and very seriously 
if not fatally injured. He was taken to 
the hospital in the -ambulance. 


Murley was flagging for a gang of 


men who are working in the tunnel, and 
the accident was vary similar to the 
one that occurred a short time ago. It 
Is supposed that while flagging a west 
bound train he failed to notice' east 
bound trelght 25G, and stepped onto the 
east bound track just ahead of it. The 
accident occurred near the central 
shaft, and only the fact that the train 
was running slowly saved him from 
instant death. 


He was picked up by the men for 


whom he was flagging, and was 
brought to this city on a freight reach- 
ing here at 9.45. Dr. Stafford was call- 
ed and did what was possible for him 
at the station. 
The ambulance was 


called, and he was moved safely to the 
hospital, although it was feared that 
he might not live to reach there. 


Murley was not unconscious when 


found, and was able to talk in spite of 
his injuries. He could not tell just how 
the accident happened, however. 
He 


was found on examination to be ter- 
rlbiy bruised all over his body.' His 
head was cut, -and internal injuries 
were believed to be probable. He was 
mangled so badly that the fact that he 
lived at all was regarded ae strange. 


Murley has lived in this city for a 


long time, and is well known. He is 
unmarried and has been living in the 
Cavanoug-h block. He has been em- 
ployed by the Fitchburg for about 
three months, but has worked for the 
road before. He has also been employ- 
ed by the city, and a few years ago wai 
badly hurt by -a cave-in while working 
on the Union street sewer. For his in- 
juries, he received a large amount from 
the city as damages.

MAY PUT UP A WIND MILL 


Suggestion for City Farm Being Con- 


sidered by Officials 


With the approach of spring-, w"hen 


public improvements are to be con- 
sidered, the experience of last summer 
with a drouth at the almshouse is re- 
membered, and those who have charge 
are considering wat can be done, if 
anything, to insure a supply of water 
there. In the last report oi the city 
almoner the recommendation is made 
that the city water mains be extend- 
ed there, but this is an expensive mat- 
ter, and one that will probably not be 
considered, especially with the cost of 
iron pipe what it is now.

McKinley the First "Me" In the Presiden- 


tial Chair. 


Major McBfinley was the first "Me" to 


be president, but "Mc's" in the cabinet 
are no novelty. Washington had one in 
his second cabinet, he being James Mc- 
Henry of Maryland, who ^as appointed 
secretary of war Jan. 27,1796. McHenry 
was also secretary of v?ar under Presi- 
dent John Adams. 


The next "Me" to be chosen to a cabi- 


net position was John McLean of Ohio, 
•who was appointed postmaster general 
by President Monroe June 26, 1833. 
President John Quinoy Adams contin- 


j' ued McLean as postmaster general dur- 


ing his administration. 


Andrew Jackson, remembering bis 


ancestry, made a "Me" secretary of the 
treasury. This was Louis McLane of 
Delaware. 
His appointment was made 


Ang. 18, 1831. Two yeara later (May 
29, 1833) Jackson made McLane secre- 
tary of state, he succeeding Edward 
Livingston of Louisiana. 


In 1841 President John Tyler went to 


Ohio for a "Me" for secretary of war, 
choosing John McLean, who bad been 
postmaster general in Monroe's cabinet. 


President Millard Fillmore had a 


"Mo" for secretary of the interior. Tbis 
wag Robert McClelland of Michigan, 
who was appoint-as:! March 7, 1853. 


March 7, 1865, President Lincoln ap- 


pointed Hugh McCnlloch of Indiana sec- 
retary of the treasury, which position 
he filled while Andrew Johnson was 
president.

bronze, like other bells. Tbe addition 
of silver in their composition 
gives 


them a peculiarly clear and musical 
tone. They are placed in such a posi- 
tion on the upper deck that they may 
be heard from one end of the ship to 
the other and are usually near the 
mainmast or (^•-•'iie break of tbe fore- 
castle. One peculiarity exists in a ship's 
bell which is necessary on account of 
her motion at sea. The tongue is hung 
so that it can swing in only one direc- 
tion. If it were not so, tbe bell would 
be continually ringing as the ship roll- 
ed and pitched. The direction in which 
the tongue can swing is another impor- 
tant point. If it were atbwartships, the 
bell would ring at every heavy roll of 
the ship, and if it were fore aid aft tbe 
bell would ring at every deep pitch, so 
tbe direction in which the tongue can 
swing is nearly half way around be- 
tween these two.

Tradition to Guide Us. 


To take tbe 
30 story steel frame 


building and think it out for itself is to 
begin with that building of Chicago in 
which the panels between the uprights 
of the steel frame are filled with thin 
iron, just as they might have been filled 
with pasteboard or leather. 
Such a 


building has no walls. The spaces be- 
tween the constructional uprights and 
horizontals are simply filled, partly 
with glass, 
partly 'with an opaque 


screen. That is the logical beginning of 
the new tradition, and if the designers 
will take that up and work at it, they 
may, in the course of the century, de- 
velop a new style of architecture. Theie 
is little chance, apparently, of that be- 
iug doue. Instead ofthat, each designer 
is applying to his own tall building the 
forms which he finds in books or as 
used in his own practice ou buildings 
of a far different character, these previ- 
ous 
buildings having heeu designed 


themselves by reference to books rather 
than under the sway of tradition. 


In short, no man can say that he has 


learned of his predecessors any safe and 
certain way of going at his work, and 
the consequence is that those conditions 
under which alone cau the design of 
any building be made successful are 
wanting. Since the world began 110 
man has ever designed a good building 
independently of tradition. It is as cer- 
tain that no man ever will do so as it 
is certain that no man will build a good, 
swift, large freight carrying ship with- 
out having consulted the lines of other 
ships not quite so highly developed.— 
"The Field of Art" in Scribner's.

It IB Closely Identified With the Whole 


Career of the Vet»el. 


Lieutenant John M. Ellicott, U. S. 


N., writes an article for St. Nicholas 
on "What Is Told by the Bell," in 
which he says: 


Nothing in a ship becomes BO closely | 


identified with her throughout her ' 
whole career as the ship's bell. Officers 
and crew come and go; masts, decks, 
engines and boilers become old and are 
replaced by new ones; but from the day 
that she first glides into the water the 
same ship's bell remains always a part 
of her, marking her progress all over tha 
•world, and finally going down with 
her to a lonely grave at the bottom of 
the sea, or surviving her as a cherished 
souvenir of h$r existence and achieve- 
ments. On a man-of-war the bell is 
usually inscribed with her name and 
the date of her launching, and as it it 
probablo that it may some day become 
a memento of a glorious history the bell 
is often the subject of special care in 
casting or selection.

Deafness. 


tt"has been stated that three persons 


out of every five in this country who 
have attained the age of 40 years are 
more or less deaf in one or both ears. 
A large proportion of this deafness is 
caused by catarrh, and medical treat- 
ment for difficulty of hearing is nsnally 
directed to the catarrhal source. In Eu- 
rope much of the deafness is hereditary. 
Dr. James Kerr Love of Glasgow re-i 
cently read a paper on deafness before 
the Boyal society of Edinburgh, from 
•which it appears that congenital deaf- 
ness may be either hereditary in the di- 
rect line or in collateral branches, and 
that it depends en not one, hut many 
anatomical defects. Intermarriage of 
deaf persons perpetuates but does not 
accentuate the tendency of deafness.

im Making FroffrMa Toward 


Self Goverameui — Many In Office. 
Dlfflcnltien In <he Way ot Elec- 
tion* — Annexation Not a Present 
Qnentton—Jtrmy la Good Condition. 
Secretary Boot and his party recent- 


ly returned to Washington, making the 
last stage of their Journey from Cuba 
by rail from Charleston, S. O., where 
they landed the other day. To the 
New York Sun reporter who talked 
with him the secretary expressed him- 
self as very much pleased with what 
he had seen and heard while in Cuba. 
The island was tranquil, he said, and 
almost everybody appeared to be satis- 
fied with the manner in which Cuban 
affairs were being conducted by the 
United States government. 


"The real political situation is, I 


think," said the secretary, "that the 
Cubans are beginning to runderstand 
that steady progress is being made to- 
ward the establishment of their gov- 
ermnenti and I think they will be sat- 
isfied as soon as they appreciate that. 
I do not think they wish the present 
condition of affairs to continue always, 
but the strongest men in Cuba believe 
that progress is being made as rapidly 
as possible." 


In answer to a question as to the ca- 


pabilities of the Cubans for exercising 
self government Mr. Root says: "Great 
numbers of Cubans have been trusted 
with special duties under American di- < 
rection. They are employed in greater j 
proportion than the Americans as civil 
officers. 
In the postoffice, tbe custom 


house and in all the civil administra-, 
tive offices there are many more Cu- 
bans than Americans. Under Colonel 
Bliss, the collector of customs at Ha- 
vana, Cubans are learning how to be 
collectors of customs. They are learn- 
ing the workings of custom house ma- 
chinery, the main features of which 
are honest administration and applica- 
tion. They never had an opportunity 
of learning anything like that before. 


''Now, this is different from the po- 


litical machinery, and the first oppor- 
tunity they will have of exercising po- 
litical rights will be in the municipal 
elections which will take place soon- 
May 1 has been talked of as the date 
for holding these elections, but I do not 
think it practicable to hold them then. 
They are waiting for information from 
the census office about establishing 
election districts, and there is a great 
deal more to be done that will take 
time, because the men who will have 
charge of the elections are not familiar 
with the duties which they will have 
to perform. Here in this country we 
have the election machinery all ready. 
All we have to do is to set it working. 
In Cuba there |s no election machin- 
ery. I talked with a great many Cu- 
bans as to h<?W boards of inspection 
and registry should be selected. They 
will have to consider this and also the 
extent of territory to be covered and 
the means of access to places of elec- 
tion. 
We have always found it diffi- 


cult in New York to get boards of in- 
spection and registry to perform their 
duties properly. These boards have to 
be taught, although many of the mem- 
bers have been instructed in the duties 
in previous elections. But in Cuba it 
is all new. They haven't even seen it 
done. 
! 


"As to qualifications of voters they J 


seem to be settling down to a three- ' 
fold alternative qualification—first, all 
those to have the right to vote who 
own property, a very small class; sec- 
ond, all who can read and write, and, 
third, ali wbo have been soldiers In the 
Cuban army."

The ^secretary was asked if tbe Cu-! 


bans could organize a good, stable gov- j 
eminent.

"I think they can learn to," he an-' 


swered, "and that they are very anx- 
ious to learn and are taking kindly to 
it. A good many of the strongest Cu- 
bans and of the radical Cubans, lead- 
ing veterans, protested to me against 
having the Cubans judged by men who 
talked about the United States having 
selfish and bad Intentions toward the 
Island."

Concerning annexation 
Mr. Root 


said: "I do not ^insider annexation a 
present practical question. Undoubt- 
edly there are people who are agitating 
for annexation, but the great mass of 
the people are busy getting ready for 
the establishment of a government, 
and when that time comes the annexa- 
tion question can be discussed. 
Of 


course," he said in answer to a ques- 
tion as to what form of government 
the people would want, "it will be a 
republican form of government."

VirKlBla Farm to Be Made the Home 


of a New Pedasosy. 


A new departure in kducational in- 


stitutions is to be made by Dr. Maxi- 
milian Groszmann of Milwaukee, who 
recently left for Virginia, where on a 
^rnall farm he will establish a school 
for what are technically known as 
''minor mental abnormalities/1' out 
which Dr. Groszmann explains are 
merely the "queer" children of many 
a household whose right development 
can best be secured by taking them 
out of their home environment. The 
school will open on April 1. It will be 
backed by New York people who are 


( interested in the subject, and it al- 
| ready has its pupils promised. 


I 
"The school will be something entire- 


ly new in education circles of the Unit- 
ed States," said Dr. Groszmann re- 
cently to a reporter of the Milwaukee 
Sentinel. ''Of late there hare been a 
number of schools for feebleminded 
children and more recently still the 
psychological school of Dr. Dewey in 


! Chicago, which is doing a great work. 


I But the feebleminded schools do not 


j reach the class of children I have in 


mind, while the Dewey school cannot 
meet all their needs, admirable as It is. 


"My plan is to take a comparatively 


small number of abnormal children 
who are the victims of family environ- 
ment or who are overprecocious or ap- 
parently dull and educate them along 
natural ynes, giving them plenty of 
manual training, much nature work 
and seeing that the special needs of , 
each case are studied from the most 
approved theories of child study. 
It 


is estimated that fully 10 per cent of 
the children in the public schools 
should by right have special attention 
instead of being brought under the 
hard and fast rules of a large school 
system. You will find them both in 
the homes of the rich and of the poor, 
though the cause is usually different in 
the respective cases. 
Often, indeed, 


the best possible thing for such a child 
Is to remove him from his home sur- 
roundings fend place him in a healthful 
educational atmosphere, where the best 
that is in him will be brought out and 
his body and mind so trainc-d that he 
can go back t» his proper place In the 
home' and the school." 


The farm where the G-roszmann 


school is to be located is near Ohar- 
lottesville, Va, It was purchased bv 
Dr. Groszmann when his fatting health 
compelled him to give up his work in 
the ethiqal culture schools of New 
York a few years ago. The climate is 
such that the children can have an 
outdoor life all the year around* while 
the scenery is beautiful. 
A staff of 


teachers will be carefully chosen, but 
it is Dr. Groszmann's idea that most 
of the teaching shall -be from tbe eon-' 
crete example found in the life on the 
farm and in Its locality, and he will 
have a direct per Til superintendence 
of each child, iiie is to be kept as 
primitive as possible, .so as to counter- 
act the enervating effects of the over- 
refincm?nt of tl>6 homes from which 
fie children come. There will be pigs 
and cows and chickens and "chores" 
to be done, not because of any desire to 
save expense, but for educational value 
jn the "choring."

DeTice to Pick Cp Obje«ts at Sea and 


Conceal tbe Skip's Position. 


Experiments have been recently con- 


ducted at the naval proving station at 
Indian Head with an Invention design- 
ed to do away with the necessity of 
Dosing the searchlight on shipboard an 
occasions when it is desired to *'pieft 
op" objects within a limited distance 
and yet conceal tbe ship's identical po- 
sition from an enemy. The in-sr-ention, 
according la the New York Sun's 
Washington representative, consists of 
a shell filled with gas. When the shell 
explodes, it illurafnates a considerable 
area. Its one weak point Is that so far 
no shell has been fotmd with walls 
sufficiently heavy to stand the shock 
of explosion required to project ft morn 
than a mile or two. Pour and 6 Inch 
rifles have so far been used in the 
trials, and the best results secured 
have been with a shell that explodes 
and sets the fuses burning- when one 
mile distant from the ship. 


Lieutenant Stranss, who has charge 


of the station, has made some very 
snccessful trials with the invention 
recently and is encouraged to believe 
that if a shell can be made which will 
stand tho shock of exit from the rifle 
and at the same time wfll explode at 
the proper time a light can be produc- 
ed that will answer many purposes of 
the searchlight and have the advan- 
tage of not disclosing the precise local- 
ity of the vessel firing the torch. Its 
usefulness would be apparent In a elos- | 
ed harbor, where it might not be ad- 
visable to use a searchlight at all 
times. After the tests have been con- 
cluded at Indian Head several specially 
made projectiles filled with the new 
Invention will be sent to some of the 
ships with a request that they conttnue 
the trials when practicable. R is be- 
lieved that a shell can be mannfactar- 
ed capable of discharging tne erplo- ' 
sivrs at a distance of at least five 
miles.

Started by Bare Quorum 


NEW BOARD OF OFFICERS CHOSEN 


Treasurer's Report Shows Decreased 


Debt and Bright Prospects. Propo- 
sition to Decrease Size of Quorum. 


Plans for Annual Banquet 


The board of trade held bare oueners 


for its adjourned annual meeting last 
evi-nmg, and without waitinc; for any- 
thing better proceeded to transact the 
annual business on the strength of a 
quorum of just 15 at the start. After 
it was once gotten under wav consid- 
erable business of interest was tran- 
sacted and officers far the year were 
elected, but there was a nervous time 
in getting started. The meeting- was 
called for 7.30 but it was five minutes 
ofj" eisrht when the 15th member was 
rounded up, and the meeting was 
called to order. The 15th member was 
imported for the occasion, and had to 
leave immediately his presence had 
given matters a start, but no objections 
were made and the meeting- proceeded. 


While 12 members were waiting- for 


others to arrive, the suggestion was 
made that the constitution be amended 
to make 10 members a Quorum. This 
suggestion was repeated during1 the 
meeting, and it was .pointed out that 
the number 15 was set before the mem- 
bership was cut dciwn, and that 10 
members WPS 10 per cent of the pres- 
ent membershiD. The amendment was 
therefore presented, and will be voted 
upon at the next meeting. 


The meeting was called to order by 


President Dennett, and the report of 
the nominating committee, which was 
read at the meeting last week and re- 
ported at the time, was repeated. The 
clerk was instructed to cast one bal- 
lot for the list. The following' were 
elected: 


President, James E. Hunter; first 


vice president, T. "W. Sykes; second 
vice president, H. W. Clark: directors, 
A. C. Houghton, W. G. Cady, E. S. 
Wilkinson, C. Q. Richmond, 
C. T. 


Phelps, C. W. Dennett, N. L. Millard. 
I. F. Hall, E. Barnard, A. C. Weber. 
E. Vadnais; treasurer, C. P. Niles; 
auditors. W. H. Pritchard, W. W. 
Richmond. 


Treasurer C. P. Niles was then called 


upon for his report. This showed the 
receipts for the year t'a have been as 
follows: Cash on hand, $30.66; receiv- 
ed from dues, $543.50; received from 
banquet tickets,'$88; received from sa'..; 
of furniture, $202.75; total, $865.91. The 
expenditures for the year were $858.59, 
leaving- e. balance on hand at the pres- 
ent time of $6.32. 


This report was encouraging- as 


showing- that the debt of the association 
has been reduced ten about $350, and 
with a membership of 100 the receipts 
from dues this year will pay the run- 
ning expenses of the association and 
nearly clear the remaining debt. There 
was some discussion of tne financial 
condition of the association ,and it was 
reported that the active membershiD 
was now 106. Last October the run- 
r.irs1 expenses were greatly reduced by 
diTc-'-ing of all but one room and 
muth ^f the unnecessary furniture, and 
at the prisent time the association is 
being1 conducted on the most economi- 
cal lines1. 


In this connection the retiring presi- 


dent, C. W. Dennett, spoke of the work 
that the association had accomplished 
and the future prospects. He said that 
the wisdom of closing thr nool and bil- 
liard room had be"n shown in the 
greater stability rf the board under the 
new system of conducting- its auarters, 
and that he believed, while the board 
might not have been very active dur- 
ing the past year, it was in a better, 
working condition todav than it was a 
year ago. 


An amendment was then read which 


was proposed by the directors last fall, 
and presented to the board at a meet- 
ing held November 28, to be acted on 
at the next meeting1. This provides 
that the names of all members who 
are in arrears for due's six months af- 
ter the annual dues are payable shall 
be posted, and that after 
another 


month, if they have still neglected to 
pay, they shall be dropped by the di- 
rectors. This was to have been acte'd 
on at the meeting last evening, but ow- 
ing to a misunderstanding- in connec- 
tion with the records of the former 
meeting1, the 
constitution requiring 


that an amendment be presented at a 
regular meeting1 before the meeting 
at which it is acted on, the vote on the 
matter was left over till the arinual 
banquet, at which tihie a business 
meeting will be held. 


President Dennett snoke: of the an- 


nual banquet, preparations for which 
are in the hands of the entertainment 
committee. It will probably ba held 
about the middle of At>rll. There was 
no other business to come before the 
meeting1, and it was adjourned. 


Large Audience Hears Interesting Re- 


view of Educational Problems 


There was a large audience at the 


normal school last evening for the lec- 
ture by SupL-rintt-ndent of Schools I. 
F. Halt." The Kvtuiv was a review of 
the recent convention of the national 
school 
superintendents' 
association 


held in Chicago, from notes taken by 
Mr. Hall, and introduced many mat- 
ters of interest in educational lines, no 
Une Phase of the subject being1 taken 
up to the exclusion of others. 
The 


lecture was ghi.u under the compre- 
hensive title, 'The education of our 
age, and some problems which confront 
us." 
It proved of much interest, and 


was heard with close attention by those 
present, most of the 
public school 


teachers of the city being- among- the 
number. 


It is impossible to report all the many 


topics which were sr>okc;n of, as near- 
ly every phase of educational questions 
was brought u;i at the convention and 
referred, to in Mr. Hall's lecture. 


He quoted some of the advice which 


was given to superintendents. \\ hich he 
would p.ass on to the teachers present,

Extended mention was made at the 


convention of the chancres which have 
taken place in the ideas of education. 
One of these is in methods of discipline. 
The old idea, was 
that of control 


through fear, while nt«',v the pupils are 
taug-ht self control and to govern their 
own actions so far as possible. A fact 
of interest in this connection although 
not quoted under it, was the system of 
self government in force in the Hyde 
Park, 111., high school, where pupils 
govern themselves, v.-ith their own of- 
ficers, and where for five yeat s the plan 
has been a decided success. 


Another change in the methods is the 


change from original obseivatiun of 
nature which was possible in the coun- 
try schools, to manual training- for city 
schools of the present time. The state- 
ment was made that where manual 
training and c.'tamercial coursfs hav* 
been introduced, better results are ob- 
tained in the purely academic studies.
